“ Of  two  Colossi,  consisting  each  of  an  entire  stone,  and  near  each 
other,  the  one  is  still  preserved  ; but  of  the  other,  the  upper  part  from 
the  seat  is  fallen  down,  occasioned,  as  they  say,  by  an  earthquake.  It 
is  belie\ed,  that  once  every  day  a noise,  as  of  a stroke,  but  not  a great 
one,  is  made  from  the  remaining  part  in  the  seat  and  base  ; and  I,  being 
on  the  spot  with  AElius  Gallus,  and  a multitude  of  his  friends  and 
soldiers  attending  him,  about  the  first  hour  of  the  day,  heard  the  noise, 
but  whether  from  the  base,  or  Colossus,  or  whether  it  was  made  pur- 
posely by  some  one  of  those  that  stood  around  the  base,  I cannot 
affirm,’’  &c. — Strabo.

The  boy  retaliated  by  throwing  a stone,  and  da- 
maged the  picture  above  the  altar,  which  aroused  the  iconoclastic  fury  of  the  people  who  had 
taken  part  with  the  boy,  and  they  destroyed  all  the  symbols  of  the  Romish  worship.  Their  zeal 
was  so  furious,  that  Knox,  although  assisted  by  the  civil  authorities,  in  vain  exerted  himself  to 
stop  the  ravages  of  what  he  termed  “ the  rascal  multitude .”

The 
tomb  of  Payafa  consists  of  a sarcophagus  resting  on  a plinth  richly  de- 
corated with  sculptured  figures,  and  surmounted  by  a peculiarly  arched 
lid  (a  peculiarity  confined  to  Lycia)  from  the  curved  sides  of  which 
project  Lions’  heads,  and  the  pannels  at  each  end  also  contain  figures. 
A procession  and  hunting  scene  decorate  the  side  of  the  ridge  or  mane 
at  the  top.  This  interesting  monument  now  forms  a part  of  the  Lycian 
Collection  in  the  British  Museum.

Platina  was  the  founder  of  the  first  Archseological  Society  at  Rome 
in  the  fifteenth  century,  and  was  one  of  those  learned  persons  impri- 
soned and  put  to  the  torture  by  order  of  Pope  Paul  II.,  who  considered 
this  Society  as  a dangerous  and  seditious  assembly,  accused  them  of 
having  by  their  adoption  of  heathen  names,  marked  their  aversion  to 
the  Christian  religion ; whilst  they  were  only  employing  themselves 
in  a manner  that  did  honor  to  their  age  and  country,  and  uniting 
together  had  formed  a Society  for  the  research  of  Antiquities,  with  a 
view  to  elucidate  the  works  of  the  ancient  authors,  from  medals, 
inscriptions,  and  other  remains  of  Art.

Mary  (the  heiress  of  Charles  the  Rash,  Duke 
of  Burgundy)  who  married  the  Emperor  Maximilian 
is  represented  on  her  death-bed.

Above  the  head  of 
the  bedstead  is  figured  a representation  of  our 
Saviour  bearing  a small  female  figure ; by  which 
the  painter  may  have  intended  to  pourtray  the  spirit 
of  the  dying  person.
